But First Every Effort Will be Made 


to Bring the Sultan to 


Terms. 


NBW YORK, April 18.—A special to 


the Tribune from Washington says: 


The United States Charge d'ASaires 


at Constantinople will be directed 
to 


inform the Sultan that this Govern- 
ment must Insist upon the payment 
without further delay of the $100,000 
indemnity for outrages on American 
missionaries and destruction of their 
property, unless prompt action on the 
Sultan's part anticipates the ultima- 
tum and the debt Is discharged before 
a resort Is made to drastic measures. 


Several courses have been urged on 


the Bresident for the collection of the 
1100,000 Indemnity which is admitted 
by the Sultan to be due to the Ameri- 
can missionaries. Consideration has 
been given to a proposition to seize 
the port of Smyrna and administer its 
customs revenues until the judgment 
and expenses of collection are cancel- 
ed. This course has not been wholly 
abandoned In the remote contingency 
that satisfaction is indefinitely delay- 
ed. It involves serious complications 
In the Mediterranean, for which the 
United States is extremely reluctant to 
assume responsibility for the recovery 
of so Email an amount at the present 
time. 
It might precipitate 
war through 


Turkey's sending some of its antiquated 
warships to Smyrna to resist the tem- 
porary American occupation. 
In that 


event the necessity for sending a large 
fleet to the Mediterranean would cre- 
ate alarm among the Powers and dis- 
turb the delicate equilibrium now ex- 
isting In Europe. 


Under the circumstances it has been 


determined that diplomatic resources 
will be first exhausted with confidence 
that the Sultan will be brought tovun- 
derstand that his promises cannot be 
lightly broken. 
The proved 
claims 


against Turkey Included about $300,000 
for the destruction of property alone. 
To these, which admitted of prac- 
tically no dispute, there was added by 
the Lentz claim of $40,000, which was 
presented by Secretary Olney. 


Europe After the forte. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 17.—The 


Porte today replied to the third note of 
the collective powers on the subject of 
an increase of three per cent In duty. 
The note announces the Intention of 
the government to adhere to. the plan 
of increasing the duties on account of 
the bad condition of Turkish finances.

dress another note to the Porte again 
Btatlng the objections to such an in- 
crease without a previous understand- 
ing with the powers.

HE transport Hancock, with the Philippine Commission aboard, arrived 
here yesterday from San Francisco. The party is a large one, as It con- 
sists of the flve Commissioners and their private secretaries, clerks and 


interpreters, and the families of the officials—in all about forty-five persons. 


The members of the Commission are William 
H. Taft of Cincinnati, 


chairman, who Is also expected in due time to become the first American 
Governor General of the Philippines, Luke E. Wright, of Memphis, Dean C, 
Worcester, of Michigan University, who was a member of the first Philip- 
pine Commission, Henry C. Ide of Vermont, formerly Chief Justice of 
Sa- 


moa, 
and Prof. Bernard Moses of the University of California. 


Chairman Taft Is probably the best-known man on the Commission. Dur- 


ing the past eight years he has been United States Circuit Judge of 
the 


Sixth District, with his home at Cincinnati, but resigned his position in or- 
der to give all his time to this Important work. Prior to his appointment 
to the bench of the United States Circuit Court Judge Taft 
was Solicitor 


General of the United States for two years, and before receiving that appoint- 
ment was for many years a Judge In the Superior Courts of Ohio. 


Following is an excerpt from the speech made by Judge Taft at Cin- 


cinnati on March 5, In which he states his position at the present time: 


"I am not now and never have been an expansionist. I 
have always 


hoped that the jurisdiction of our nation would not extend beyond th« ter- 
ritory between the two oceans. We have not solved all the problems of pop- 
ular government so perfectly as to justify our voluntarily seeking more dif- 
ficult ones abroad. We have not voluntarily sought them. 
Circumstances 


beyond our control, the sequel of the Spanish war, have thrust on us respon- 
sibility for the future government of the Philippines. The 
proposition 
is 


vigorously denied by high-minded and conscientious men and by some with 
a fury of superlative and epithet that is hardly consistent with a Judicial 
attitude or an impartial consideration of the question. 


"My conviction is that the calm investigation of the future historian in- 


to all the conditions existing at the time of taking each step toward the 
present situation in the Philippines w.Il lead him to conclude that President 
McKinley and his administration selected in each crisis the only alterna- 
tive which a due regard to our national and 
International 
obligations 


would permit. 


Luke E. Wright Is one of the best-known lawyers of the South. He serv- 


ed through the Civil War as a private In the Confederate army, has been 
a 


lifelong Democrat, but Is a firm bellaver in expansion. 


Professor Bernard Moses has been for many years professor of politi- 


cal economv In the University of California, aud has written much on eco- 
nomic subjects. 


Of the flve Commissioners Professor Worcester is the only one who has 


ever been In the Philippines. He was a member of the last Commission, 
and spent some time there with the army. Prior to that time be made two 
scientific expeditions into the islands—the first In 1887 and the last in 1891, 
on which occasion he remained three years. He has held the chair of as- 
sistant professor of zoology at Ann Arbor University, dSut recently resigned 
the position. He has published a book on the islands, which has proved 
very valuable. Of the Filipinos, Commissioner Worcester Is quoted as saying: 


"There are eighty-four tribes In the Philippines. Seven of them 
are 


more or less civilized. 
Six of the latter live on Luzon island. The Tagalos, 


one of the six in question, are either bitterly hated or are not liked by the 
other five. The seven civilized tribes outnumber the Tagalos by 1,000,000 
people. Practically all of the trouble is being caused by the Tagalos. Agul- 
naldo's cabinet and government contained none but Tagalos, and yet 
he 


claimed It represented the 8,000,000 peDple In the Philippines. 


"In religion the Filipinos are pagan. Mohammedan and Christian. If the

I islands were left free from outside in rrference it is my firm conviction that 


i the Mohammedans would eventually g'.Un the mastery.

"The Fi.ipino is dishonest. That i.> a legacy from bis Spanish training.

A. W. Ferguson is the Spanish secretary and his assistant Is F. C. Do- 


minguez. Mr. Ferguson acted as interpreter for the 
Paris Peace Commis- 


sion. He resigned the position of Chi if Translator of the Bureau of Ameri- 
can Republics at Washington in order to accept a position under the Phil- 
ippine Commissioners. 
Mr. Domingu;z is well known in the southern part 


of California as an expert interpreter. 


J. W. Brannigan is the distributing officer of the Commission. He held 


the same office under the Paris Peace Commission, and resigned the posi- 
tion of distributing officer for the Depirtment of State at Washington in or- 
der to accompany the Philippine Commissioners. 


The Commission is without a secretary, as Charles N. Pepper, the noted 


correspondent, was appointed secretary some time ago, but 
declined the 


honor. His successor has not yet been named. 


As soon as it was known that th.3 steamer was coming into the h.irbor 


many people went to the wharf. Amo ?K them were Minister Harold 
M. 


Sewall, Col. Ennls, Col. Ruhlen and Lieut. Commander Pond, 
U. S. N. 


These gentlemen boarded the vessel a; soon as possible and paid their re- 
spects to the distinguished party aboard. In conversation with an Adver- 
tiser reporter, Judge Taft, chairman of the Commission said: 


"We are on onr way to Manila to assist in the establishment of a civil 


government for the islands. We expect to take part in the establishment of 
the educational system to be Inaugurated throughout the group. The for- 
mation of local town and district governments will first be the duty of the 
Commission. This will be the idea of the work: To fit the islanders 
for 


the carrying out of their own government when the time comes. 
We do 


not expect to exercise any actual pow?r for at least a couple of months after 
our arrival. 


"I do not feel it incumbent upon myself to speak of the positive in- 


structions given the Commission, as they will be given out from Washing- 
ton. General Otifi has asked to be re ieved and expected to leave before we 
reach Manila, but I am told he will remain until we arrive, and will return 
in this steamer to the Coast." 


Judge Taft made many inquiries as to the situation here and seemed 


interested In the development of the country. 


It has been decided that while here the Commissioners' party will see 


as much of this Island as possible, and last night preparations 
were being 


made for trips to different points of interest in and about Honolulu. Judge 
Taft spoke of a desire to make a trip over the line of the Oahu Railway & 
Land Company to view the plantations, and it is thought that probably a 
trip 1-n a special car can be arranged for the Commission.

DE ASCOS INSULTED. 


"Unfortunate Action of the Mayor of 


Chicago Brings Rebuke. 


CHICAGO, April 15.—Mayor Harrison 


today received from Duke de Arcos, the 
Spanish Minister at Washington, 
the 


following reply to an invitation to at- 
tend the Dewey celebration in Chicago: 


"WASHINGTON, April 14.—Sir: I re- 


turn to you here inclosed an Invitation 
from the city of Chicago for the cele- 
bration of the second anniversary of 
the battle of Manila, which.I take for 
granted has been sent to me by mis- 
take, as it is the first discourtesy I have 
met with since I am in the United 
States. 
"it Is impossible for me to believe 


that you have advisedly asked me, the 
representative of Spain, to go to your 
city and rejoice with you on the de- 
struction of the Spanish ships and on 
the death of so many brave sailors— 
my compatriots.

California ani the whole coastal region grew with 
astounding rapidity, and it began to be said with ever increasing Insistence 
that the Pacific was the ocean of the future.

Then came the Spanish war, which turned all thoughts and

wards the Orient, and caused hundreds of thousands of Americans to read 
and study up countries, conditions, and peoples In the Pacific and Asia, with 
the result of disseminating a vast amount of knowledge and curiosity about 
the countries boarding on. the Pacific all through the United States. The eyes 
of the country are turned westward now with pecu.iar 
concentration, and 


the whole country knows that It Is concerned in the trade of the Pacific, the 
movements of Japan Russia, and Eng'and with respect to China, the future 
trade of the Philippines and its opening up, and the war-clouds around Chi- 
na and Siberia. You cannot take up a paper without reading something 
about all these matters; the war in the Philippines and how much of that 
region has been pacified, the state of feelings between Russia and Japan; the 
Nicaragua canal and how the negotiations for It are progressing; and 
the 


trade between the Coast and the Far East 
The centre of population and of 


Industrial activity has gone westward with more rapid strides alnce 1898, 
manufacturing ia following suit, and the whole country Is aroused to- the 
need of cultivating this enormous potential Oriental trade. There has come 
a great awakening since Dewey sailed into Manila bay two years ago; and

What the Lifting of the Ban Will 


Mean to Cosmopolitan 


Honolulans. 


"If no further outbreak of bu- 


bonic plague occurs In Honolu- 
lu before that time, all quaran- 
tine will be raised on the morn- 
ing of the 30th of April."—De- 
cision of the Board of Health 
yesterday. 


On Monday morning next, April 30, 


providing no cases of plague appear In 
Honolulu before that time, the quar- 
antine on this city and port Is to be 
raised absolutely and unqualifiedly. 


It will be a day of rejoicing for the 


long-cooped-up Inhabitants of Honolu- 
.u. People are already busily 
plan- 


ning 
excursions into the country, 


journeys to the other Islands, and voy- 
ages to the Mainland. Hundreds who 
reared to take the prophylactic will be 
happy in the knowledge of the raising 
of the quarantine, rendering them free 
..o go and come as they wish without 
..he fuss and worry 
and confusion of 


serum injections, fumigation of clotti- 
ng, dismiectant baths, red tape and 
special passes. 
It is expected that all traveling fa- 


cilities will be rushed to the utmost 
during the few days following the lift- 
ing of the ban. Some 1,700 Chinese 
and Japanese laborers will' crowd 
around the railroad station and pack 
trains as fast as they can be provided, 
according to rough estimates made 01 
che Orientals In town anxiously await- 
ing a chance to get out Into the coun- 
>ry. It is reported that an extra muie 
team is being contracted for to pull a 
special extra tramcar along the road 
of the present rapid transit system to 
meet the requirements of the exodus. 
_,ven those who have no immediate 
-ause for leaving the city on the doing 
away with quarantine restrictions, will 
<;et up some excuse to go over the rail- 
oad line and view the other side of the 
Island, and Hilo will doubtless be 
swooped upon by a crowd of tourists 
desirous of stretching their legs in the 
suburbs of Honolulu.

Roberts Scores Him for 


Blundering, 


SHARP COMMENT AT HOI 


Warren May be Recalled—News from 


Dalgetty—Boers Appeal tc 


Afrikanders. 


LONDON, April 17.— The War Office 


tonight publishes In the "Gazette" a 
dispatch from Lord Roberta, dated Feb- 
ruary 13th, submitting General Buller's 
dispatches describing the Spion Kop 
and other operations from January 17th 
to January 24th. Lord Roberts deals 
severely 
with General Warren and 


some others. Even General Buller does 
not escape. 
Lord Roberts 
complains 


that lue plan of operations la not clear- 
ly desmueil in tne dispatches. Alter 
sketching General Buuer's intentions, 
as communicated to Sir Charles War- 
ren, who commanded the wno.e force, 
Lord Kobeits points out that General 
Warren seems to have concluded, alter 
consultation with his officers, that the 
flanking movement ordered by General 
Buller was Impracticable, and therefore 
BO changed the plan of advance as to 
necessitate the capture and retention of 
Splon Kop. Lord Roberts continues: 


"As Warren considered it impossible 


to make the wide flanking movement 
which was recommended, If not actual- 
ly prescribed in the secret instructions, 
he should forthwith have acquainted 
Buller with the course he proposed to 
adopt. There is nothing to show wheth- 
er he did so or not. But it la only fair 
to Warren to point out that Buller ap- 
pears throughout to have been aware 
of what was happening." 


Regarding the withdrawal from Spion 


Kop, the retention of which had become 
essential to the relief of Ladysmith, 
Lord Roberts says: "I regret to be un- 
able to concur with Buller in thinking 
Thornycroft exercised wise discretion 
in ordering the troops to retire. T am 
of the opinion that Thornycroft's as- 
sumption of responsibility and author- 
ity was wholly Inexcusable. During the 
night the enemy's fire could not have 
been formidable, and it would not have 
taken more than two or three hours for 
Thornycroft to communicate by mes- 
senger with Major-General Coke or 
Warren. Coke appears to have left 
Spion Kop at 9:30 p. m. for the purpose 
of consulting with Warren. Up to that 
hour the Idea of withdrawal had not 
been entertained. Yet almost imme- 
diately after Coke's departure Thorny- 
croft issued the order, without refer- 
ence to superior authority, which upset 
the whole plan of operations and ren- 
derer unavailing the sacrifices made to 
carry it into effect On the other hand, 
it Is only right to say that Thornycroft 
appears to have behaved in a very gal- 
lant manner throughout the day. 


"It is to be regretted that Warren did 


not himself visit the Spion Kop in the 
afternoon or evening, knowing as he 
did teat the state of affairs was very 
critical and that the loss of the posi- 
tion would involve the failure of the 
operations. He consequently was oblig- 
ed to summon Coke to his headquar- 
ters, and the command at Spion Kop 
thus devolved on Thornycroft, un- 
known to Coke, who was under the im- 
pression that the command devolved 
upon Colonel Hill as senior officer, 
Omission or mistakes of this nature 
may be trifling in themselves, yet they 
may exercise an important 
influence 


over the course of events, and I believe 
Buller was Justified 
in remarking: 


'There was a want of organization and 
system which acted most unfavorably 
on the defense.' 
"The attempt to relieve Ladysmltn 


was well devised, and I agree with Bul- 
ler in thinking it ought to have suc- 
ceeded. 
That it failed may in some 


measure have been due to the difficul- 
ties of the ground and the commanding 
positions held by the enemy, and prob- 
ably also to errors of judgment 
and 


want of administrative capacity on the 
part of Warren. But, whatever faults 
Warren may have committed, the fail- 
ure must also be attributed to the disin- 
clination of the officer in supreme com- 
mand to assert his authority and see 
that what he thought oest wss done, 
and also to the unwarrantable and 
needless assumption of responsibility 
by a subordinate officer." 


The dispatch concludes: 
"The pratifyine feature of these dis- 


patches is the admirable 1 e'lav'or of the 
troops throughout the operation." 


Comment in London. 


LONDON, April 18.— (1:55 p. m.) — 


Lord Roberts' criticisms of 
General 


Buller, General Warren and Colonel 
Thornycroft continue topics of acute 
Interest All the afternoon papers com- 
ment at length on the strictuiea of .the 
British 
rommander-ln-chlef in South 


Africa, taking the same lines as the 
morning papers, praising Lord Roberts 
for his frankness and speculating upon 
•what the publication of the dispatches 
at the present moment portends.

It seems now that there is danger to 


horses from drinking at public troughs. 
Glanders is more likely to be,, caught 
in this way than any other: An au- 
thority on the subject puts thejmattei 
so strongly as to say that if a horse 
afflicted with glajders drinks at a horsfe 
trough, every other animal which 
drinks from the same trough for days 
thereafter will catch the disease. This 
warning may be needed, since the dis- 
ease has appeared among the stock at 
Olaa.
